GON, 4.00, SHOCLIY Utes the surrender 
at Appomattox, became president of 
Washington college, at Lexington, and 
devoted himself to the duties of that 
position. He was taken sick on Wed- 
nesday eveuing, Sept, 28. As he was 
about to take his seat at the tea-table, 
he sank into his chair and became in- 
sensible. A reaction svon set in, how- 
ever, and in the course of the ten days 
following he steadily improved, until it 
was hoped he was out of danger. But
